roads for authority to change rates on 
export cotton ‘upon less toan thirty days’ 
notice. [It the first time that he 
full commission had se since the mem- 
bership was increased. <An_ interested 
spectator at the hearing was Represen- 
tative John Sharp Williams, of Missis- 
sippi. 

T. J. Freeman, general counsel of the 
‘Texa® and Pacific Railway Company, 
was the first witness. He explained the 
old system in vogue, under which he said 
there was no published export rate to 
the port of export, but tne lowest com- 
mission of water and rail rate through 
any port from any point’ fixed the rate. 
His contention today was that if his 
road filed the inland proportion to the 
port of export and added to that each 
day the water rate to the foreign des- 
tination the law would be fullymcomplied 
with.

“Tf you ask me whether the question 
of government ownership will be an issue 
in the campaign of 1908, I answer I do 
not know. If you ask me whether it 
ought to be in the platform, I reply, 1 
cannot tell until I know what the demo- 
cratic voters think upon the subject.

Ownership the Ultimate Remedy. 

I have been brought to regard pubhc 
ownership as the ultimate reemdy by 
railroads history which ts as familiar to 
you as to me. Among ‘the rensons that 
bave led me ‘to belleve that we must, in 
dhe end, look to government ownership 
for relief, I shall mention two or three. 
First and foremost in the corrupting iIn- 
fluence of the railroad In politics. Th-re 
is not a state in the union that has not 
felt. this influence to a greater or less 
extent. The railroads have insisted upon 
controlling legislatures: they have i- 
sisteq upon naming executives; they have 
insisted wpon controlling the nomination 
and appointment of judges. They have 
endeavored to put their representatives 
on tax boards that they might escape 
just taxation; they have watered their 
stock, raised their rates and enjoined the 
states whenever they have attempted to 
regulate rates; they have obstructed leg- 
isjation when hostile to them and a4d- 
vanced, by secret means, legislation f¢- 
yorable to them. Let me give you an 
illustration: 

“The interstate commerce law was on- 
acted nineteen years ago. After abou: 
nine years this was practically nullified 
| by the supreme court, and for tem years 
the railroad influw:nce hes been sufficient

Witness Charges that Or Fox 
Cursed Home Inmates, 


‘Captain “Tip’’ Harrison, Secr 
of Home Trustees, Tells Commit- 
tee of Government of Soldiers’ 
Home—Rev. Dr. Holder- 
by on the Stand. 


Half a dozen or more of the inmates 
and former inmates of the Soldiers’ 
home were on the witnesg stand yester- 
day before the legislative investigating 
committee, and gave testimony along fhe 
same lines practically as that of the day 
before. 

They complained principally of the food 
and treatment, and about the only new 
feature brought out.was the charge that 
Dr. Fox, the treasurer and purchasing 
agent, had cursed inmates of the home. 

It was also charged that the inmates of 
the home feared to make any complaint 
about conditions there, because they fear- 
ed that they would be harshly dealt with 
by the officials. 

The afternoon session of the committee 
was held in the senate chamber in the 
city, at which time Captain ‘Tip’ Har- 
rison, secretary of the board o ftrustees, 
went on the stand and made a statement 
of the methods used in governing the 
home. He was questioned at length by 
members of the committee and the iaw- 
yers, and was followed by Rev. Dr. A. 
R. Holderby, of Moore Memorial church, 
chaplain of the home, who gave some 
testimony exceedingly favorable to its 


government. 
Suspended for Drunkenness. 

Captain “Tip’’ Harrison read from the 
minutes the resolution adopted by the 
board of trustees against drunkenness 
amoug the inmates. The resolution pro- 
vides for temporary suspension tor Lfic 
first case of urunkenness, and the. S8ec- 
ond offense may be punished by dismissa; 
by the iawsident trustee or investigating 
Ward, in their discretion, and can be re- 
instated only by action of the trusiees. 

Capjain Harrison said a numoer of 
those who had been suspended from the 
home lived on Dr. Fox, appeaiing to him 
for aid. Names were called for, and 
Captain Harrison gave several of them. 
Hundreds of small complaints have been 
investigaiei by the irustees, Captain 
Harrison said, and each,one of them was 
recorded on the minutes. 

“You gentlemen ought to take that min- 
ute book and read it,’’ Captain Harrison 
sadi. ‘“‘Youc@@l find out more in that 
way than by questioning a hundred wi.- 
nesses.”’ 

Captain Harrison was asked by Mr. 
Wiiliams, of Laurens, if the rules did not 
require him to keep on the minutes a 
record of all bills made by the treasurer. 

“No, there is no such ruie,’’ Captain 
Harrison said. Mr. Williams then read 
a rule regarding the keeping of a record 
of bills. 

Complies With the Rules. 

“Tl comply with that rule fully,’ Cap- 
tain Harrison said. ‘I have a full recore 
of all bills, but they are keg in a sepa- 
rate book net on the minutes.’’ 

“Well, we would like to have that 
book,’ Mir. Williams said. Captain Har- 
rison said he would be glad to produce it. 

Mr. Anderson read a rule providing that 
no inmate should be punished for any 
cause without a trial or hearing. He 
then sought to bring out the fact that in- 
mates had been punished by suspension 
and ‘“‘turned@ out on the street,” as he 
put it, withing -being given any hear’ '«¢ 
whatever. Some had ‘deen suspended, 
but no inmate had ever been expelled or 
dismissed from the home without action 


Captain Harrison then read from the 
minutes severdp instances of suspension 
and expulsion by the board of trustees. 

Captain Harrison said he drew all vouch- 
ers in duplicate and kept a record of 
them. For his services as secretary he 
received $12.90 per month, avout hai 
of which, he said, he paid q@ut as rail- 
road fare for inmates of the home. 

Former Superintendent-—Bowile, he said, 
was a very lenient sort of a man, and 
let the inmates do about as tney plea-eu. 
They would get liquor anu Bowle would 
help them. amnk it up. He was dis- 
charged by the board ior incompetency. 
he aple-vodied inmates were called on 
sometinies under the rules to do light 
work arvund the home and on the 
grounds, Captain Harrisun said. 

Fought, Uver Form of saptism. 

Captain Harrison was asked if he 
knew of any fights or disorder amons 
the inmates. - : 

“Yes, now and then,” he replied. ‘I 
know of two roommates who got into «a 
fight once and pulied each other's hair 
and scratched a little.”’ 

“What were they fighting over?” ask- 
ed Senator Bunn, 

“The form of bap@m, I  believe,, 
Captain Harrison repKod, amidst laugh- 
ter. 

“That's a good ground for a scrap,” 
Senator Bunn said. 

Captain Harrison said Dr. Fox is paid 
$50 a month for his services as treas- 
urer and as purchasing agent of tha 
home, out of which he has to pay the 
premium on his bond to the surety com- 
pany. : 

Captain HarrisOn gave a list of the 
officials and employees at the home, and 
said the pay roll.amounted to about $360 
a month. 

“The petition states the home is over. 
loaded with unnecessary Officials an’? 
employees,’’ said Chairman. Adams. “Do 
you know of any such?’ 

“I don’t know of but one,” Secretary 
Harrison replied, ‘‘and that’s the secre- 
tary.”’ 

Captain Harrison said the trustees ra-

did not pry into the private affairs of 
the inmates, he said, and did not know 
all that was going on. , 

“But I must say,’ Dr. Holderby sald 
‘that my testimony and experience docg 
not corroborate all that I have heard be- 
fare this committee. The management 
of the home has been about as good as 
the management of any institution of 
this kind could be. The board may have 
been unfortunate in the selection of sdme 
af its employees, but outside of thet 
everything has gone along all right.’’ 

Dr. Holderby said he knew nothing 
against the character or reputation of 
the recent stewardess, and had ‘heard 
nothing of such until he heard the testi- 
mony befare e committee. He had 
talked to her about joining the church 
ag an aid to her in her work, and she 
seemed inclined,to take that step. 

Dr. Holderby said he had frequently 
taken mea'!s there with the old soldiers. 
and found the food good. Except from 
one or two old men who were feeble 
or sick, he said he had never heard any 
complaints about the fare. 

Has Held 116 Funerals. 

He further stated that there had been 
116 funerals at the home since it opened. 
A Catholic priest conducted one; Dr.

Fox, the treasurer, had attended every 
one of the 116 funerals, he said. 

Dr. Holderby said there were a few 
chronic grumblers at the home. He men- 
tloned the names of one or two. He 
said he made it a rule not to hear com- 
plaints against others, and to take no 
sides. 

Captain Harrison then presented the 
records of al! the vouchers and moneys 
paid out by the treasurer, for the itnspec-} 
tion of the committee.

He said Mrs. Reid and the of- 
ficers of the home at at a separate table, 
and had ‘better food than was furnished 
the inmates. 

George A. Keith, formerly an inmate, 
said the clothes furnished were of poor 
quality, and that much better clothing 
coulq be procured right here in Atlanta 
at $6 a suit. 

Said Dr. Fox Cursed Him. 

J. F. Brooks, an inmate who has been 
doing some light work at the home, 
said that Dr. Amos. Fox, the treasurer 
and purchasing agent, had cursed- him, 
and the entire home on one occasion, Dr. 
Fox called him a "no account d— 
scoundrel,”’ he said, and he presumed 
he was drunk.

GETS BAD ROAST 
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War Department Criticizes 
Georgia Soldiers 
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Officer of Regular Army Who Ac- 
companied State Adjrftant on 
Inspection Says Fourth 
Regiment Is in Bad 

Condition. 3 


Moultrie, Ga.,. September 1!2.—(Special.> 
Local military officers have received an 
interesting document from the war de- 
partment, which is in the nature of a re- 
view or criticism of this, the Fourth 
regiment, by the officer of the regular 
army, who accompanied the state ad- 
jutant on the annual inspection in Feb- 
ruary. 

The document reviews the regiment as 
a whole, and then tekes up each com- 
pany separately with a very decided lack 
of whitewash. There are, in fact, a 
number of pretty severe roasts, and 
while the Moultrie Rifles escaped with 
but very little roasting, it fell heavily 
upon other companies, and it is under- 
stood that some of the officers of the 


regiment resent it, and may reply to the 
report. 

Concerning the reginmient, it is stated: 
“The colonel succeeded to the command | 
avout six months ago, and is a very en- 
thusiastic officer. His regiment is in a 
most deplorable state of efficiency, and 
I am told was turned over to him in 
_ that condition by his predecessor.’’ 

A complaint is paid this section in a 
paragraph, which says: ‘The. enlisted | 
men are of the very best materia!, but 
they lack training, for lack of officers 
capable of training them. The ‘regiment 
labors under a number of disadvantages. 
t is located in a district which is being | 
rapidly settled, and where much money | 
is being made—as a result, the people | 
do not take time to-think of the militia. | 
and there is so much movement among 
the young men that the company com- 
manders find it diffieult to keep their 
companies up to the minimum liegal 
strength.”’ 

Officers Indifferent. 

Concerning the company officers, it is 
said: “A majority of them are un- 
trained and ignorant, and, therefore, un- 
ale to train thetr men, Unfortunately, | 
however, many add to their shortcomings | 
the grave fault of indifference. Their | 
ambition does not seem to rise any! 
higher than to get military rank by elec- | 
tion to commissioned rank, and 
quire a upiform ahd equipments at the, 
expense of the state. They are ignorant, 
of the laws and regulations, because they 
do not read them. The records are in 
bad shape, etc., and, worst of all, no} 
one seemed ashamed of thedirty and neg- 
lected condition in which everything was 
found.’”’ 

It is declared: ‘“‘The condition of the 
companies reflects the characters of 
their officers. The men appeared in bad- 
ly soiled uniforms; soiled. jeggings, soiled 
cartridge belts, in hats washed out of 
shape and perched on the back of their 
heads, equipments not fitted to the men, 
who were untrained and uninstructed 
and unable to execute any movement 
correctly: Some companies were unable 
to execute any movements whatever; 
rifles rusty and dirty; the whole a pic- 
ture of sloveliness and slothfulness, a 
travesty of everything that is neat, dig- 
nified and soldierly. The strictures con- 
tained in this paragraph do not aply te 
Companies B ands M (Company B is the 
Moultrie Rifles). 


Wasting Government Property. 

“Unless the state of Georgia takes 
stringent measures to have these arms 
cared for, they should be ordered turned 
into a Uniteq States arsenal, before they 
become unservicabie,’’ is a sentence from 
one paragraph, and it is added: ‘‘No gov- 
ernment, however wealthy, can afford 
to have its substance wasted as it is by 
the untutored persomnel of this regi- 
ment.’’ 

The document then takes up the com- 
panies separately, and: each one gets its 
bumps. Of Company D.-it is said: “The 
only officer with this company is ignor- 
ent and incompetent, the men are not 
instructed, and @pmpany inefficient. It 
woulq be a waste of money-to let it par- 
ticlpate in maneuvers.”

“I was much surpriseq by the facts 
related {n the article of this morning tell- 
ing of the vacant pulpits-in Georgia. I 
have known that there were a number, 
but I had no idea the situation wae as 
bad as it now is.”’

If the church committees 
find a man he fs elther calleq to other 
and more attractive flelds or refuees to 
leave the one in which he Its laboring. 

Much discussion its also going ‘he 
rounds as to the causes leading up to *%o 
many of the Atlanta preachers desiring 
to leave the city. Some have gone ‘? 
fields apparently less attractive than the 
one her in Atlanta. A prominent Bap- 
tist preacher said: 

“The causes feading up to the situa- 
tion which has left so many vacant pul- 
pits in the Atlanta churches is a very 
delicate matter to handle. Of those that 
are kkaving a number h&ve told me that
